Nevertheless, among the results mention- 
ed by the whole number named on the list, are 
the baptism of 5059 persons, the organization 
of 55 churches, and the ordination of 30 minis- 
ters. 

At the stations occupied by them, 6525 chil- 
dren have been instructed in Sunday schools, 19 
houses of worship have been completed, 23 others 
have been commenced, and 12 churches have be- 
come able to support their ministers without mis- 
sionary aid, 

Of the number of missionaries mentioned, 79 
were appointed by the Executive Committee ; 
sixteen of them, however, received their commis- 
sions since the Ist of Feb., and but a few of them 
have yet reached their fields. ‘The number actu- 
ally employed, therefore was but 63. These la- 
bored in 18 States and Territories, in Canada and 
Texas. ‘They statedly supplied 249 stations ; de. 
livered 8,329 sermons and lectures ; made 11,130 
pastoral visits, and performed a large amount 
of other ministerial labor, the aggregate amount 
of which is equal to that of one man for forty- 
sik years. 

Among the results of their labors, they report 
the baptism of 1,127 persons, the organization of 
29 churches, and the ordination of eighteen min. 
isters. Under their superintendence, 4,305 pupils 
have been instructed in 144 Sunday schools and 
Bible classes. 

At their stations, 4 houses of worship have 
been erected, and 8 others commenced ; 3 church. 
es have been sufficiently strengthened to maintain 
the stated ministry of the gospel, without further 
assistance, and 44 young men are preparing for 
the ministry.

From the New York Tribune, 
American Tract Society, 

"Fhe anniversary meeting of the American Tract 
Society took place yesterday morning at the ‘Tab- 
ernacle, the Hon. ‘Theodore Frelinghuysen in the 
chair. ‘The meeting was unusually large, the 
body of the edifice and its galleries being crowded. 

‘Fhe proceedings were begun by a prayer by the 
Rev. Jeremiah Day, of Yale College, after which 
the Report of Moses Allen, Esq. the ‘Treasurer of 
the Society, was read.

distinguished himself, The Charter, granted to the Soci- 
ety by the New York Legislature, was also presented, 
with the motion for its acceptance by Dr. Babcock, the 
Home Secretary. Yon know something of the history of 
this business, The Padobaptist doctors have been very 
busy, opposing the grant of a charter to our Society unless 
we would incorporate the word “Baptist” into our name. 
‘And why notdoso? Isit nota Baptist Society ? is the 
first natural inquiry. We answer, No; it is true that is 
was left for Baptists to form a Bible Society on this, the 
only righ:eous principle ; but we claim for it a character 
far above a denominational one. As Father Bennett said 
«The Baptists did’nt make the Bible, the Bible made the 
Baptists.’ We want no Baptist Bible ; we want the Scrip. 
tures, as they are. Now here is a ground of Catholicity. 
A ground, upon which every honest Peedobaptist may 
stand, with us, and circulate the Word of Life. A ground 
upon which the American Bible Society ought to stand, 
thisday. The fact is, that many Pedobaptists do contri- 
bute to the Am. & For. Bible Society on this very ground, 
and in this nut-shell lies the difficulty. Partisan Peedobap- 
tists seeing the strength of our position and the brillianey 
of our suecess, say with themselves * this will never do : 
this Society is taking the wind out of our sails, and will 
continue to do so, more and more; it is a sectarian con- 
cern, and so it must be branded ; let them put * Baptist’ in 
their name.” We reply ; gentlemen, do your own christ. 
ening, the baptizing of our child you certainly cannot have, 
«() but the letters get mingled in the Post Office, and make 
great confusion.” We apply to the Postmaster, and he 
tells us that such an occurrence never (ook place but once, 
and that, long ago, when the Society was first formed, 
The thing is well understood, now, in the Office, and the 
mistake can never happen again, ‘Well, you will get 
some of our money. People, making their wills, may fall 
into an error, and say ‘American and Foreign’ when they 
don’t mean so.’ Now does not every body see that the 
chances are far greater that we shall lose legacies by such 
mistakes, than that you will; that people will say ‘Ameri- 


will risk ell this. If you feel uneasy about it, put ‘Paedo- 
baptist’ into your name, and that will settle it, at onee. 
‘Yes, but you ore a sectarian society.’ That is a scandal 
of your own devising. The right of property rests in you. 
We restore the epithet to its proper owners. 

And this is the contemptible warfare they have waged,

upon the floor of the Legislature. The result of which was, 
that a sort of compromise was determined upon by that 
body. A charter was granted to the * Baptist Am, and 
For. Bible Society”—in which a clause was inserted, pro- 
viding that no misnomer of the Society should invalidate 
any legacy. This, I take it, was permitting us to designate 
ourselves by any name we chose. An interesting debate 
arose on the question of the acceptance of this charter — 
Dr. Welsh showed up very handsomely the character of 


the Paedobaptist operations at Albany ; and made it appear 
that the main design of all their movements was, unques- 
tionably, to perpetuate the opinion, which prevails among 
the ignorant, that the Baptists are getting up anew Bible! 
Dr. W. said that so deeply had it been impressed upon the 
mind of an old lady in the State of New York, that such 
was their intention, and that the diabolical design extended 
to a universal conflagration of all the copies of the old ver- 
sion, that she actually hid her Bible and guarded it with lock 
and key! When the question was taken, a few hands 
were raised for the acceptance of the charter, from motives 
of expediency; for its rejection, a perfect forest was eleva. 
ted and brought down again with a decision, which caused 
a report, like the simultaneous discharge of a troop of horse 
pistols! 

Tue American Bartist Posiication Socrery.—In this 
Society an attempt was made to destroy the little Record, 
on the grounds; 1. That the money of the Society was 
taken to support it; 2. That the Society had no right to 
establish a weekly paper, to come in competition with pri- 
vate enterprise; 3. That many families took the Record 
because they could get it for a dollar, when if that were 
out of the way, they would pay more for a better paper; 
and so forth, and so furth. This attempt failed. It was 
thown that the Record was not only no expense, but an 
actual saving to the Society by its advertising colamns ; and 
also, that it was indispensable to the business of the Socie. 
ty. The movement was said to have originated in the 
jealousy of the New York Baptist Advocate. My own 
private opinion is, that that spicy hebdomadal had far bet. 
ter wake up and rub its eyes, and earn success, than to 
attempt rising on the ruins of any body else. The Publi. 
cation Society has received and expended some thirteen 
thousand dollars during the past year. Kennard, of Phil. 
ade!phia, was elected President. 


Home Missioy.—Into this Society, after the happy un. 
derstanding in Convention, the whole Anti-Slavery contest 
was transferred. The debate, as I said; was over before 
my return. Fregret exceedingly that I am unable to give 
you a sketch of it, Dr. Welsh, Mesers. Fuller, Jeter, Col- 
ver, and some others, whose names I have forgotten, are 
suid to have acquitted themselves with great credit. After 
‘he adjournment of the Convention, the Home Mission 
Society immediately assembled. The first thing I discov. 
ered on the carpet, was a motion by Dr. Welsh, of indefi.

form, with note-buok in hand, all the paraphernalia of a 
speech, and a look in his eye, that seemed to portend a 
long one.

“neny intormed the assembly that he had no idea of speak 
ing to the qwestion, and as the main subject had pty see 
verv strictly adhered to, he should “claim the same latitud 
of remark as bad been accorded to others; and he was " 
gentiemen that to interrupt him would be Productive of oe 
other effect than the protraction of his Speech.” Thus con. 
cilinted, the submissive audience settled down into its seat 
with a long-drawn sigh, and prepared to be perforated, 
This delicate operation ‘he speaker proceeded to perform 
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by the delivery of what seemed to be an old abolition lec- 
ture, indefinitely long and most definitely dry. This sort 
| of thing had proceeded for about half an hour, and ‘lastly’ 
had not even come within dreaming distance, when Dr. 
Welsh, who for some twenty minutes seemed to have been 
plunged into profound calculation, as « self-constituted 
chairman of a committee of the Whole on Ways and 
Means, sprang to his feet, with the air of a man who has 
‘got it’ and declared that the eloquence of the speaker had 
proved, in his own case, so convincing, that he should beg 
leave to withdraw his motion for indefinite postponement. 
A new commotion now arose, as to whether Dr. Brisbane 
might not just as well, for his purposes, go right on talking, 
inasmuch as his speech was equally applicable, whatever 
might be the particular motion before the body. The 
moral convictions of all present seemed to be decidedly in 
favor of this idea, but the ‘ miserable doctrine of expedien. 
cy’ prevailed, and on a mere point of order, the speaker 
was obliged to yield the floor. The Doctor had taken his 
position on the independent ground, popularly expressed 
in the maxim, “ Every tub must stand on its own bottom” 
—but the present was a case uncontemplated—the bottom 
of the tub had fallen out, and the tub must obviously sit. 
The question was now upon ‘an amendment to an amend. 
ment,’ which ran as follows: 
«© Whereas, exciting sentiments on the subject of slavery 
evidently obtain in this body, seriously threatening its peace 
and efficiency, infusing confusion into its councils and im- 
pairing the confidence and affection of its members in and 
for each other; therefore, 

Resolved, That under existing circumstances it is inex- 
pedient to employ as missionaries in the service of the 
Board, any brother, known to claim the right of property 
in man.” 

I went for this amendment, for I was decidedly opposed 
to the appointment of slaveholding missionaries, (though it 
is plainly unconstitutional to force a resolution against it 
upon the body, by a bare majority) and was willing to meet 
the southern brethren on this ground. ‘ We think it wrong 
for us to appoint slaveholding missionaries—we cannot co. 
operate with you in this thing—but without discussing the 
main question, yield the practical point, on the ground of 
expediency, and for the sake of the union, and Jet that set. 
tle it.’ I did not perceive, however, that the tacit influence 
of my vote produced any sensible impression on the as. 
sembly—for they voted us down by an overwhelming ma. 
jority. Many of the abolitionists went aguinst it because 
it was grounded on ‘expediency.’ 

The question was now on‘ Mr. Fuller's amendment.’ 
It is as follows : 


Resolved, That as the constitution of the Home Mis. 
sionary Society clearly and distinctly defines its object to 
be the promotion of the gospel in North America, and as it 
is provided by such constitution that any auxiliary society 
may designate the object to which the funds contributed by 
it shall be applied, and may also claim a missionary or 
missionaries, according to such funds, and selec: the field 
where missionary or missionaries shall operate, that to in. 
troduce the subject of slavery or anti-slavery into this body 
is in direct contravention of the whole letter and purport of 
the said constitution ; and is, moreover, a most unnecessa- 
ry agitation of tupics over which it has no contrel, and as 
to which its operations should not be fettered, nor its de. 
liberations disturbed. 

Resolved, That the Home Missionary Society being 
only an agency to disburse the funds confided to it, accord. 
ing to the wishes of the contributors, therefore our co-ope. 
ration in this does not imply any sympathy either with sla. 
very or anti-slavery, as to which subjects societies and in. 
dividuals are left as free and uncommitted as if there were 
no such co-operation. 


Now, how any abolitionist could vote for such a resolu. 
tion as that prolix, heretical and unwieldy first one, I can. 
not, for my life, understand. Yet many of them did so, 
and I presume, because they believed the action, contem. 
plated in this particular instance, unconstitutional. Now 
if this had been said, in a simple resolution, and followed 
by the second of the two above, unquestionably many who 
voted against the present form, would have approved of 
that, and difficulty would have been avoided. But it was 
drafted by a Southern brother, who, I doubt not, would 
have willingly modified it, at any suggestion, but was in. 
sensibly influenced, in penning it, by that insane propensi- 
ty to muzzle discussion, which marks our Southern, and 
too many of our Northern, brethren, and which is so utter- 
ly futile and so vastly more mischievous and disorganizing 
than the most uncontrolled debate. Hence, we were ask. 
ed to declare, not only that this particular action proposed 
was unconstitutional— but that to * introduce the subject,” 
in any way, into the body, was also “in direct contraven-. 
tion of its whole letter and purport ;’’ and “ moreover, & 
most unnecessary agilation of topics, over which it has 
no control, and as to which its operations should not be 
fettered, nor its deliberations disturbed.” Is not this a 
precious resolution for abolitionists to vote for? 
say they, “if you want to accomplish your purpose, alter 
the constitution.” Very well, but how can the constitu. 
tion be altered without “ unnecessary agitation” of this 
‘exciting topic’ without “ disturbing the deliberations” of 
the body? And whodoes not know that some Northern 
fanatic (not abolitionist) would immediately move to lay 
such a proposition on the table, because it is anconstitu-. 
tional to alter the constitution? This amendment was 
carried—whereby, I cannot but think, the Home Mission 
Society emulated the wisdom of the man, who knocked 
himself on the head, to cure the toothache ! 
Brother Ide then offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the American Baptist Home Mission So. 
ciety be now dissulved, and that the object for which it was 
formed be referred back to the State Conventions; and 
that the fands of the Society, after the payment of the 
debts, be distributed to the Conventions according to the 
proportion which each State contributed. 


It was promptly laid on the table. 

Great commotion now arose, and it was evident that ex- 
cessive fecling agitated the whole assembly. The old ship 
heaved and rocked. The timbers creaked—the seams 
opened. ‘*Move we adjourn!” says one. “ Disband !” 
said the deep voice of Colver, * you'll never meet, as a 
Society, again.” Notice was now given that all opposed 
to the resolution just passed, would meet, immediately on 
the breaking up of the meeting, in the adjoining lecture. 
room. The sea ran high—the wind blew a gale—the 
masts went by the board. Every thing portended disso. 
lution and ruin, Innumerable voices from high G to F in 
the bass, offered innumerable unimportant propositions, on 
which, in the opinion of the prospective proprietors, untold 
results depended. In the midst of this confusion, Elder 
Tucker of N. York desired to say a few words to the breth. 
ren. It is impossible to report these words—they were 
full of emotion. “O brethren, if the loss of my right arm 
could recall what has been done, I would gladly part with 
it!” His feelings choked his utterance—and the high ex. 
citement of the whole assembly found vent in sympathiz. 
ing tears, It was oil on the waters. Where turmoil and 
confusion had prevailed, a hush pervaded the assembly. 
Somebody proposed a season of prayer, and the venerable 
Dr. Kendrick ascended the platform, and prayed fervently 
for guidance from above—* with strong crying and tears.” 

Rev. Mr. Gillette of Philadelphia, addressed the Conven- 
tion on the intemperate and unchristian demeanor, which 
had characterized the body, during its session, and asked 
with what face the pastors of Philadelphia could meet the 


impenitent of their congregations, on the gueceeding, Sab. 


ee 


bath! Bro. Kennard, another of the ministers of that city, 
and, himself, one of the loveliest and mildest of men, enter- 
ed his protest against this manner of speaking of the tem- 
per of the Convention. For his part, he had mingled with 
the brethren much, both in and out of the meeting. He 
had heard them converse together under all circumstances, 
men of diverse views, on most intensely exciting topics, 
and he could say f:om his heart, that he was satisfied with 
his brethren; he had seen many agitated, but not one an. 
gryman. Rev. Mr. Dagg of Georgia then paid a most 
eloquent tribute to the character and spirit of the Conven- 
tion. 1t was, to his mind, a most sublime spectacle, this 
meeting of brethren from all parts of the land, and agita. 
ting the most exciting of topics with so much manly and 
Christian forbearance, as had characterized thts discussion. 
He beheld, on one side, a band of brethren, oppressed with 
a sense of responsibility, and laboring to east a burden 
from their consciences. “Sir, I honor those men; from 
my very heart 1 uwonor them.” On the other, he beheld

brethren surrounded by a thousand difficulties, which none 
so well as themselves could appreciate, &c. &c. How ad. 
mirable are “words fitly spoken!” These, I doubt not, 
produced a more decidedly conservative influence than any 
other thousand, which had been uttered during the session. 
I shall love the man who spoke thein, I think, as long as I 
have a pulse in my ‘beart of hearts.’ ‘ Blessed are the 
peace-makers,” murmured I, with brimfull eyes, while a 
holy calm pervaded the assembly, so lately lashed into 
foam, with a tempest of excitement. Other most affecting 
and effective remarks were made by bro. Jackson, Father 
Peck, Prof. Maginnis, and Pharcellus Church; but to give 
any idea of the scene, so intensely interesting and so hon. 
orable, eventually, to my dear brethren, would require a 
daguerreotype of uniold powers—and [ must refrain from 
these abortive attempts. 

The last two gentlemen named above, then prepared 
and submitted the following resolution : 


Resolved, That a committee of three from the North, 
three from the South, and three from the West, with the 
President of the Society as chairman, be appointed to take 
into consideration the subject of an amicable dissolution of 
this Society, or to report such alterations in the constitution 
as will admit of the co-operation of brethren who cherish 
conflicting views on the subject of slavery. 


Society adjourned with prayer by Rev. Dr. Chapin.

Business bids me put away my foolscap, and you have 
escaped a strain of moralizing on our position, which might 
possibly pariake too much of the true Yorick vein.

Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

I: will be recullecied that at the last session of our State 
Convention, a committee was appointed to revise the Cuon- 
stitution and Rules of the body, so as to define and arrange 
the order of business. The substance of the report which 
the committee design to present, it has been thought expe- 
dient to publish in the Secretary, for the consideration of 
the brethren, that they may be prepared to act upon it at 
the opening of the approaching session. The following is 
proposed as the Constitution of the Convention; and it 
contains no material alteration except the separation of what 
properly belongs to the constitution, from the rules and ar- 


rangements of business. 
CONSTITUTION. 

Art. 1. The name of this Convention shall be the Con. 
necticut Baptist Convention. 

Art. 2. Its design shall be to promote the cause of Christ 
in the world, by fostering and assisting feeble churches, 
supplying destitute fields with the gospel, aiding in the Mis. 
sionary enterprise, and co-operating in other efforts having 
for their object the advancement of true religion at home 
and abroad. 

Art. 3. This Convention shall consist of delegates from 
tha Baptist churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and 
order as the present associated Baptist churches, and from 
benevolent societies formed in these churches for the pro- 
motion of the objects of this body. Each charch shall be 
entitled to two delegates, and each society as abuve named, 
may send one delegate. Societies not formed in any church, 
may be represented by vote of the Convention. No dele. 
gate shall at the same session represent more than one 
church or society. 

Art. 4. The officers of the Convention shall be a Pres. 
ident, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, and 
as many Trustees as the Convention may direct, not ex. 
ceeding ten; five of whom shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business during the recess of the Conven. 
tion. These officers shail be elected annually, the Presi. 
dent by ballot, and the remainder in such manner as the 
Convention shall prescribe. The President shail preside 
at all meetings of the Convention or of the Board; in his 
absence the Vice-President, and in the absence of both, a 
President pro tem. The Secretary shall keep a record of 
proceedings. The Treasurer shall take charge of all funds 
received, paying them out for the objects fur which they 
may have been designated, reporting to the Board at its 
meetings, and annually to the Convention. The Board 
shall meet from time to time, as may be deemed necessary, 
for the transaction of business connected with the interests 
of feeble churches and destitute portions of thig State, and 
appropriating the funds designated for this object. 

Art. 5. The Convention shall meet annually on the 
Tuesday preceding the second Wednesday in June, at such 
place and hour as may be appointed by vote of the body, 
and its business shall be transacted agreeably to such rules 
and arrangements as the Convention may adopt. Its pro. 
ceedings shall be annually published, together with clear 
statements of the disposition and application of all funds re. 
ceived and expended. 

Art. 6. This Constitution may be amended only at an 
annual meeting, and by vote of two thirds of the members 
present. 


In order to facilitate the proceedings of the Convention 
and its collateral societies, it next seems desirable to adopt 
a set of rules specifying the arrangement of business. Per- 
plexity and confusion have often been experienced, and 
time wasted, by the multiplicity of distinct organizations, 
and mere formalities. It is therefore proposed that our 
State Bible Society be dissolved, and that the business of 
that department take its place in the proceedings of the 
Convention, upon the same ground as our various mission. 
ary departments. This, of course, it will be for the Bible 
Society itself to decide; but so far as we have learned, we 
believe that the proposition commends itself to the appro. 
bation of our brethren. ‘There seems to be no more rea. 
son for a separate Bible Society than for a separate Home 
Mission Society. The Treasurer of the Convention is the 
Treasurer of the Bible Society—no meetings of this Socie. 
ty’s Board appear to be necessary—and much time will be 
saved by dispensing with the formalities of a distinet organ. 
ization. The proposition is submitted, therefore, to all in. 
terested, for their consideration and decision, 

The committee would then recommend the adoption of 
the following :

4. The Education Svuciety shal! hold its meeting on 
Wednesday furenoon, commencing at half past 9. 

5. ‘The afternoon of Wednesday, from 2 until 3 o'clock, 
shall be occupied with the subject of Domestic Missions ; 
from 3 to 4, with Home Missions ; and the remaining time 
with the Bible cause. Wednesday evening shall be devo. 
ted to the consideration of Foreign Missions. 

6. The Sabbath School Society shall meet on Thursday 
forenoon at such hour as it may designate, and its business 
shall close as early as 11 o'clock. 

7. The remaining time shall be occupied by the Con. 
vention, in disposing of resolutions, and finishing its busi- 
ness, 

It will be seen that the above plan proposes 2 o’clock 
instead of 3, as the hour for the annual meeting of the Con. 
vention ; but according to our present rule, the next meet. 
ing at New Haven cannot be called earlier than 3. It is 
exceedingly desirable, however, that as many of the dele. 
gates as possible should be present at 2 o'clock, that this re- 
port may be considered, (and amended if amendment is 
necessary,) so as to save time at the opening of the Con- 
vention. The time, at best, will be found quite short enough. 


The wish is also expressed by many brethren, that in 


connection with the session, some time should be allotted 
toa meeting for social conference, prayer, and fraternal in- 
tereourse. Permit us, therefore, to add the request that 
our brethren will come, so far as possible, prepared to re- 
main until Thursday night, that the afternoon of that day 
may be occupied as thus suggested. We believe that such 
a meeting will be found more important and salutary in its 
results than all our mere business meetings, and all the 
great speeches that could be made.

Death of Mr. George Goodwin. 

Mr. Goodwin, the former editor and publisher of the 
Connecticut Courant, died at his residence corner of Trum- 
bull and Asylum streets, on Monday last, at the advanded 
age of 88. He was, probably, the oldest printer in the 
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United States, and had been actively employed in the busi. 
ness upwards of seventy years. He entered the Courant 
office as an apprentice to the printing business at the early 
age of nine years, and shortly after his majority became a 
partner in the concern ; afier a period of years the partner. 
nership was dissolved and he published the paper for a 
time on his own account. In tne latter part of his life it: 
was published under the firm of George Goodwin and 
Sons.” When Mr. Goodwin was about eighty years old 
the paper was sold to Mr. Boswell, the present proprietor, 
Mr. G. reserving the privilege of setting as many types and 
folding as many papers as he pleased. He availed him. 
self of his « privilege” for several years, his early habits, 
and in short the habits of his long life, having rendered 
the occupation of setting type his favorite recreation. 

Mr. Goodwin was of the Hamiltonian school in his pol 
itics,—in his manners he was a gentleman—kind, affable, 
generous and open-hearted he was respected by all who 
knew him, and it is no small tribute of praise to a man 
occupying the important political station of Mr. G., to 
have it said of him that «he had not an enemy in the 
world.” His familiar countenance—his dress of the old 
school. with his knee.buckles and black siik stockings 
will be most sensibly missed by our citizens, but their loss 
will be his gain, for he died a Christian, and no doubt, has 
gone to his reward. 


The Methodist General Conference. 

A very considerable portion of the time since this Con. 
ference has been in session, has been spent in debating 
questions relating to slavery. Numerous petitions have 
been presented, and referred to a special committee. One 
of the principal objects prayed for in many of these peti- 
tions is, that the General Conference would not elect a 
slaveholding bishop. These petitions continued to pour 
in to the Conference during the first and second weeks of 
the session, until some of the southern delegates began to 
manifest a spirit of uneasiness, and to claim that such pe. 
titions should not be received, stating as a reason that they 
were sent there merely for electioneering purposes, and 
that the petitioners did not desire the Conference to act 
upon them. Bishop Soule, said it was taken for granted 
that action was desired on every petition presented to the 
Conference, and to offer petitions with any other view,was 
an insult to the body, which he did not believe could come 
from New England, the land of his birth The Commit. 
tee had not reported at the latest accounts. 

The subject, however, which, thus far has created the 
greatest excitement, was the appeal of the Rev. Francis A. 
Hardin, from the decision of the Baliimore Conference. 
The Baltimore Conference suspended Mr. Hardin from the 
ministerial functions,for alleged violation of one of the rules 
of its discipline in which slaveholding is disallowed; he 
having by marriage, become the owner of five negro slaves. 
He asked the General Conference to restore him to his 
standing in the ministry, by reversing the decision of the 
Baltimore Conference. The discussion of the question 
elicited a warm debate, which occupied the attention of 
the Conference at intervals, several days. A Mr. Smith, 
of Virginia, acted as counsel for Mr Hardin, and was op. 
posed by delegates from various Conferences, particularly 


by those of the Bal:imore. One delegate said he had been 
a preacher thirty years, and during that period it had nev. 
er allowed a travelling preacher to hold slaves. Mr. Grif. 
fith said he had been a member of the Baltimore Confer. 
ence thirty-eight years, and during that time the body had 
never tolerated slavery, and he hoped never tosee the time 
when it would, The case was managed with muck abili- 
ty, and some adroitness by Mr, Smith. The vote was ta. 
ken on Satarday last,and decided 117 to 56, against Mr. 
Hardin, or in favor of the decision of the Baltimore Con. 
ference. So he must remain suspended till he ceases to be 
a slaveholder. 

This decision is of some importance, as it shows pretty 
clearly the feelings of the Methodist church on the subject 
of slavery. The southern delegates, with the exception 
of Texas and Baltimore, voted in favor of Mr. Hardin, 
while those of the north, with the exception of the Pennsyl. 
vania delegation, voted against kim.

We learn that previous to the firing of the church, Mr. 
Donahue, the priest, gave up the keys to Captain Jonas P. 
Fairlamb, of the Wayne Artillery Corps, who examined 
the premises, but found no arms, except in the dwelling, 
where there was an old rusty musket, This was about ten 
o’clock. The Captain then locked up the church, and af. 
ter patroling the district with his command, the attention of 
the military was directed to an attempt to fire a house, cor- 
{ner of Washington and Jefferson sts., and during their ab. 
' sence it was fired.

\lice were posted around the Chapel. The mass still in. 
creased. The First City Troop were immediately ordered 
|out, and were upon the ground in a short time. 

The crowd stil] continued to increase at the church above 
referred to, and at about ten minutes before ten o’clock,fire 
was communicated to the vestibule of the church, it is said, 

‘by a boy about fourteen years old. It increased with ra- 
' pidity after once under way, and dense masses of smoke 
curled out from every window, 
In a few minutes the flames reached the belfry.and burst 
‘out from the upper window in broad sheets. The whole 
steeple was soon wraptin the devouring element, and pre- 
‘sented a terrific aspect. The clock struck ten while the 
fire was raging in its greatest fury. At twenty minates past 
ten o’clock, the cross which surmounted the steeple, and 
which remained unhurt, fell with a Joud crash, amid the 
plaudits of a large portion of the spectators. 
| Inten minutes afterwards the steeple, which had stood 
until burnt to a mere skeleton fell, throwing up a mass of 
cinders which fell like a shower of gold upon the buildings 
and streets northeast of the church. The heat during the 
| height of the fire was su intense that persons could hardly 
look at the flames at the distance of a square, and the hght 
| was so brilliant as to dim even the gas lamps.

unanimously the Sunday anti-tippling law of 
1705, and the bill before ‘the New York Legisla- 
ture, for giving the license law to the towns,were 
placed among the cheering signs of the times. 

The Washingtonian movement, reforming 
drunkards, is still onward. 4,000 seamen have, 
during the year, united with the New York Mar. 
iners’ Society, making 16,000 in the whole. In 
the port of Charleston, 1,200 have, during the 
winter, signed the pledge. Among sailors on the 
lakes, and boatmen on the Erie canal, temper- 
ance is nearly triumphant. In Boston, about 
1,000 seamen and officers in the Navy-have sign. 
ed the pledge. In Charleston, nearly all on board 
the revenue cutter. Our ships of war ‘n foreign 
ports do honer to temperance. At Bombay, the 
English residents said the Brandywine should 
change her name, inasmuch as her officers drank 
neither brandy nor wine. Com. Jones has nobly 
cheered on the Hawaiians in the Pacific, in their 
temperance movements, and invited all officers 
and seamen in the navy, to petition Congress to 
abolish the spirit ration. 

Numerous petitions have been presented from 
our ports on this subject, and it has been strongly 
recommended by a Secretary of the Navy. The 
action on children and youth throughout the coun- 
try is most favorable, and the tempting cup is now 
removed froma million of families. 

The traffic is besieged from all quarters as a 
nuisance in the land. With the exception of one 
county, not a licence was granted last year in 
Massachusetts. Memorials against the granting 
of licenses have been presented to the authorities 
in Philadelphia, signed by 13,000 females; Bal. 
timore, by 12,000, in Cincinnati, by 6,000. Dis- 
tillation is now confined to a few mammoth dis- 
tilleries—temperance Hotels are greatly multi- 
plied, and well sustained. In Boston, a temper- 
ance hotel has been made the head-quarters of 
the Governor, Judges of courts and Governors 
of states testify to the diminution of crime, and 
attribute it to the prevalence of temperance prin- 
ciples. At the South, the most enthusiasm in 
the cause has existed. At the far West also, it is 
gaining laurels. At Jefferson Barracks, Mo.,500 
have signed the pledge. At Fort Jessup, 300, 
and the Indian tribes adopt the principle as their 
life. From foreign countries the report gave in- 
teresting details. Ireland, with her six million 
teetotallers, remains steadfast. Father Mathew’s 


visit to England was salutary. From him over 
70,000 have taken the pledge. Parliamentary 


returns show a decrease in the consumption of 
intoxicating liquors. A large temperance Con. 
vention has been held in Germany. Mar Yohan-. 
nan has carried temperance into Persia. In South 
India are 17 flourishing total abstinence societies. 
At Calcutta, a temperance boarding-house has 
been established for seamen, and the Lord Com. 
missioners of the Admiralty in India have provi- 
ded a compensation for seamen who wish to give 
up their grog. At ‘izgotan, a large spirit deal- 

er has given up his business and signed the pledge. 

Temperance papers are published at Madras and 

Sydney. All the stills in New South Wales have 

been suppressed by Government. The King of 
the Sandwich Islands remains firm to his pledge,

Tahiti, all intoxicating liquors are contraband 
goods, and a cargo of rum from Boston has found 
no market round the world. The committee re- 
turns thanks for several donations during the past 
year, and ask for more means to carry on their 
great enterprise.

American Society for Meliorating the Condition of the 
Jews. 


Broapway TABERNACLE, May 7th, 1844, 

The meeting opened with singing by the choir, 
foliowed by prayer. The President, Rev. Dr. 
Milledoler, then stated some interesting circum. 
stances relating to the origin of this society. 

The project was first formed and presented to 
to the Dutch Reformed Church for consideration 
in October, 1814, when a committee was appoint. 
ed to ascertain the number of Jews in this city. 

The committee reported in (November 16,) 
J816, at a meeting held in the Garden-street 
church. A constitution adopted and ordered to 
be printed. 

The Rev. Mr, Frey was engaged by the Soci- 
ety to preach in the city of New York, and sent 
forth as their agent. ‘The President mentioned 
some of the difficulties which the Society has had 
to contend with. 

The Treasurer’s report was then presented, 
showing that the Society has now in its hands, 
$5521 11. 

The annual report was read by the Secretary. 
We can only touch a few points of this document, 
which was altogether most interesting. It allu- 
ded feelingly to the removal from the efficient 
ranks of the society, of Rev. Dr. Brownlee. It 
mentioned the labors of Mr. Buchan, at the West, 
where he formed an auxiliary Society. Rev. Mr. 
Frey still labors for the society, having preached 
215 times. Mr. James Forester still visits and 
distributes tracts among the Jews.
